The 
Magistrate said that be did not hear 
any remark of the kind, and that he 
docH not believe that it was made at 
all. The defeudiuit stated that he did 
not make tiie remark nor did ho hear 
any one else make it. "We are in ft 
position to j)rove by two spectator-s who 
sat within two feet of the defendant 
and his counsel (being five feet nearer 
than the reporter of tho organ) who 
are prepared to subscribe to an alVi- 
davit that the remark was. not made at 
all. We deem il necessary to nip this 
injurious and mendacious statement in 
the bud. Oar desire from tlio first 
has been to meet our accusers in open 
Court and leave a jury of our fellow 
citizen.s to decide between us. It would 
liavo been an act of supreme folly to 
have indicated tho line of defenco 
in the Police Court after tho expression 
of the Magistrate of au intention to 
send the case up. Wt* are perfectly 
indifTcrent to tho personal slanders and 
inuoudoes of tlio tiovorument organs 
and their liirolings; they will pass un- 
heeded.

PEA USE. 

The Toronto Globe of the 20th ult. 
haa an article on tho recent resignation 
of Mr. Pearsk, Resident Engineer of 
■ the Dominion. It pays Mi-. Pearse a 
warm compliment, reviews liis long 
and honorabla career in tho public ser- 
vice, .says ho voted himself out of oflico 
when he voted for Confederation, and 
declares him to boa "thoroughly compe- 
tent and honest official."

Perhaps a more geuorally amusing 
incident in regard to the Prime -Minis- 
ter than his journey to the city was a 
walk he took ia Bond street, Saturday 
afternoon, leaniiig on the arm of Jlr. 
Montagu Corry — wlio, by-tIie-l)yo, has 
just been elected a inornbor of tho l?(><'f- 
steak Club. His Lonlsliij) met iMr. 
Tracy Turnorolli, theliero of tlio goldoii 
wreath business, coming from iltiiitiV 
Roskell's, the jeweller who made the 
ill-fated article. "I was coming," .Mr, 
Turnerelli says, "from Hunt it ilos- 
kqll's, when a gentlemanly-looking old 
man, loaning on tlio arm of a younger 
man, passed me, 1 had never seen 
Lord Beaconsfield, but I saw at a 
glance it was he. I bgwed tohini. He 
returned my bow. 'May i have the 
pleasure of sliakmg hands with you, 
my Lord?' said I. 'I am tho unfortu- 
nate Tracy Turnorolli.' His Lord- 
ship shook hand.t with nip ciU'dially-- 
well he misht — adiling the words, 
'you have now got wlnit you desired.' 
I did desire that, but 1 desire more. It 
was for tho Premier to tell tho nation 
I had served him and the country. A;; 
I am a gentleman, 1 repeated my bow 
and walked on, for tho streets aro not 
the placo for anything but civilities; 
but elsewhere I would have added, 'I 
want more, my Jjord — justice, 'J'liat 
justice I have asked of your Ijordship, 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, and 
of the Queen, and which in a mwith 
or two, on a hundred platforms, if I 
live and health perinit.s, I ii^tend after 
my summer holidays to ask of tho 
people.'" This ia the story told by 
Tracy himself of liis interview with 
the Premier, and of his intentions to 
trouble the country with his eloquence 
during the summer recess. I have 
heard it suggested that ho will ofler 
himself as a candidate for Parliament 
at Stoke, whcro tho intelligent elect- 
oral body is heartily tired of Dr. Ken- 
ealy. In the wruathgivcr they would 
have a suitable and more amusing suc- 
cessor to the doctor. 



Trylns: Horso Thiovos iu Tozas in 
I!arl7 Says. 


There was a - case of -liorsc-steaiing 
tried here in our District Court, in 
early days, that was very peculiar. 
There wasn't very much stylo and cero- 
moii}- about trying cases then, and par- 
ticularly horse-stealing ca.ses. And 
this was most particularly so when a 
Me.vican was accused of stealing a 
horse. Pretty much all that was iu>- 
cessary was to say: "Gentlemen of the 
jury, there's your Mexican,'' and they 
would cry out, "Ciuilty of niurdei: in 
the lirst degree," without leaving their 
seats. May be it was not quite that 
unceremoniously, but there wasn't 
much precious time wasted before 
bumping him oil' to lluntsville. Well, 
one day a Mexican named Jose jMnria 
Somethiiigorother, was brought into 
Court anil tried for undue recklessness 
in tho transfer of live stock. Tho Court 
had appointed a leading huvyer to de- 
fend the Mexican, ho being without 
funds to employ counsel, but thi^ cuun 
sol was prevented by more iin])ortant 
Imsinoss (being on 11 protractoil spree) 
from consulting with his ^Mexican 
client. In fact, the lawyer no\ er saw 
his client until the Deputy Hherill 
brought him into Court and duin]H'd 
him down in his chair alongside of his 
attorney. Now the Deputy .Sherifl' 
hn])poned to be n new hand, and didn't 
know one Mexican from another, and 
a,5 tho venire had run short, ap.d the 
jury box had to be filled up, he picked 
up all tho loafers in the court room, 
and actually took the prisoner himself 
and jnit him in the jury box to try his 
own case. The prisoner was unfamil- 
iar with the way of courts, so he dill 
not say anything, and as another 
^lexican strolled in and took the 
vacant seat of the prisoner, his 
counsel was none tho wiser, jiar- 
ticularly as he himself had been out in 
the meantime ami taken several more 
ilrink.s. The juiy was impaneled and 
sworn, among them, of cotirso, tho 
prisoner, who lifted up his liand with 
the rent Tho prisoner's attorney now 
turned to his client and not knowing 
Spanish, asked him in English if ho 
really stole the lior.se, as charged in the 
indictment. Tho Mexican didn't under- 
stand a word, and as is customary with 
Mexicans v.'h.on tliev nv" nskod mies- 
tions they do -not understand, he 
answered, "Si, sefior;" (ye.s, sir) where- 
upon tho lawyer got up and told the 
court that bis unfortunate client plead- 
ed guilty, but he, the lawyer would 
like to address a few words to the jury. 
The District Attorney, not objecting, 
the lawyer made the noblest eflbi-t of his 
life. He made out that his client was 
de.scended from a noble Castilliau 
family that had shed their blood like 
water to hold this country against the 
Indians, how bad company had ruined 
him, liow his family was in distress, 
and much more of the .same stuff until 
the jury was more or loss affected, ex- 
cept the 'prisoner in tlie jury box who, 
being the only IMexican, was not much 
moved. It wasn't his funeral. The 
jury brought in a \'erdi( t of guiltv, and 
assessed the penalty at fi\-c vi.'ars. The 
jurv, among theni the real cul[)ril, were 
dismissed, while the ShiM'itr jiut liand- 
cufls on the innocent Me.xican in the 
chair and led him ofl" to jail. No 
doubt he had been guilty of snino I'as- 
cality, for be went along without nun' 
muring, he also not being very familiar 
with our legal customs, Tlw upshot of 
this was that thi; guilty juryman got 
wind of it and made his escape. I n 
tho meantime the friends of the mass- 
ing .M(>xican hunted the wlu^ilo town 
o\'er for him, but in vain. At last he 
was discovered in jail with hobbles on. 
An ho owned several carts and oxen, 
hence was a man of weath and influence 
among the .Mexicans, a lawyer got him 
out on a writ of licbeas corpus. On the 
examination all these facts came out, 
and the lawyer who had defended tho 
Mexican had a great deal of fun poked 
at him. Judge Thomas J. Devino, be- 
fore whom the jNlexican was lirought 
on wi'it of /ifibcfts coypi'.'-<, and J udgo 
John H, Duncan, City Attorney of j 
Houston, will cheerfully substantiate the 
facts contained in the foregoing, —

The country 
is in a fearful condition. A fire at 
Jaenip] caused immense losses.

The Sheffield Iiulejicmlent .says that 
"Dean Stanley is not fondly anxious to 
have tho cenotaph, but wouUl have 
been glad to have had tho Imperial 
corpse itself. As custodian of the 
Abbey ho has a craving for all notori- 
ous corpses, and is known familiarly 
among his friends of the cathedral as 
"The body snatclier." 

Lord Justice Brainwcll made a 
shrewd and sensible speech at Leeds 
in summing up a breach of j)romiso 
case: — 'The man had changed his 
mind. That was a pity; but is it not 
infinitely better that if a man changed 
his mind, eitiier because ho had found 
a lost love, or because he found some 
person he preferred bettor, to marry 
that jiorson than to marry a woman 
when he liked another better, and for 
whom ])ossibly he might go wrong?

The London Lancet in its remarks 
on tho late Canon Beadoii — who died 
the other day at tho groat ago of 102, 
and who was the last porson living 
who could roineinbor the Lord George 
Gordon riots, having been hold up as 
a child of three to sec the soldiers pass 
to quell tho riots — appears to intimate 
that Jiis perfect health and strength 
wore partly due to "inlluences which 
which kill tho weak, but strengthen 
the strong." "When middle-aged ho 
could walk" out shooting from morning 
till iiigiit, exiiosed to any amount of 
cold and w(!t, and comj)letely knock up 
young men." He did not give up fi.sh- 
ing till ho was 88, nor shooting till he 
was 9 L 

Tho Prime Minister of N'ictoria has 
taken active steps for settling the con- 
stitutional struggle in the colony itself, 
or, if that bo impossible, for convincing 
the Home Government that its iii- 
torvontion with the Legislative Coun- 
cil will bo necessary at last. iNlr. 
Berry, in the last week of J uly, intro- 
duced a Bill for giving the Legi.slative 
Assembly absolute control over taxa- 
tion and expenditure — providing for 
the gradual substitution of a nominee 
Council, in place of tlu.' i)rcsont elec- 
tive Council — and enacting that any 
Bill twice passed by tiie Assembly, 
and each time rojpctod by the Council, 
should be referred by tho Governor to 
a ])lebi.scitc. 

The original of Dickens' Miss Havis- 
ham is still alive at Vontiio. Her 
mother liroke ofl' a love airair for her, 
and tho then young lady .s.'iid she 
would go to bed and never get up 
again. For twenty years tho house 
has not been swept, and the garden 
has been overgrown, and tin; lady still 
lies abed. 

The Right Hon. .Sir hyriiornton, K. 
C. B. British Minister at ^Vashington, 
is .')8 years old. lie holds his title al- 
so of Court dp Cas.silhas, conferred in 
1825 on his father by King John of 
Portugal, for three livas. He is a 
blaster of Arts of Pembroke College, 
and an honorary D. C. f;. of Oxford. 
He was first ajipointod as Attache at 
Turin, in 1812. He served as Secre- 
tary of Legation iu 3Ie.\ico and to Sir 
diaries Hothatu's mission to the River 
de Plata, and as Charge d'Afl'aires to 
the Republic of Paraguay. Ilis first 
a[)])oiiitmeiit as iMinister Mas to the 
Argentint; Confederation in 16")9. He 
subsequently served as .Minister to 
Itrazil in l.'^li.'), and was appoiiitcnl to 
Portugal iu 1867, but tlid not go there, 
being sent to ^Vashington in December 
.of the same year, where ho has now 
lived twelve years. Ho was matic C. 
B. in 1SG3, a K.C.B. 1870, and a 
Privy Councilor in 1871. His salary 
is 8^0,000 a year. He is of handsome 
presence, has a iinc, benevolent face, 
iinil is of kindly, though rather pedan- 
tic manner. Ho is not of brilliant 
abili'.y, but is considered "safe." He 
marriiul Mary, tho \\-idow of Andrew 
Melville, of Dumfries, Scotland, and 
dauglitiir of John Maitland, in 185-1, 
and has several children. 

The London A'c/io asks that a statue | 
bo erected in Westminster Abbey for 
Oliver Cromwell. It asks: — "Is not 
the present a favorable opportunity j 
for doing honor to the greatest states- 
man that ever control loci the destinies 
of our country] The royalism, con- 
joiiitly with the fiunkeyism of the pres- 
ent day, is even proposing to insult 
Oliver Cromwell's grave, and the 
French Republic at the same time, by 
setting up a monument to tho so-called 
Prince Imperial. Why set up a mem- 
orial of this Binall man aniCThg our 
great men? But if they will set up 
this graven image over Cromwell's 
grave, would it not bo right and seas- 
onable now to put a statue of that 
great and good man over his own 
grave? The two aide by side would 
form an admirable contrast. The 
figure of tho young man who did noth- 
ing for our country would make an ad- 
mirable black ground to the figure of 
that herioc Christian wdio in his day 
did everything for it." 

A. serious outrage took place in Staf- 
fordshire. The Rev. Mr. Booker, vicar 
of Lower Gonial, was shot iij the head 
and neck by Charles Hartland, a stone 
merchant, and loadcT of the church 
choir, and is now lying in a very criti- 
cal condition, Ono reason assigned for 
the attemptctl murder is that Hartland 
wa.s dissatisfied with a decision given 
by Mr. Rooker in his magisterial capa- 
city, and another is that certain action 
taken by Mr. Rooker as executor to 
the will of llardand's father has di.s- 
plcascd him. 

M. Lcsseps must feel in a bad way. 
'I'ho Panama Canal Company's scheme 
subscription list has opened in all the 
leading centre.s. As yet financially no- 
thing has been done in them in Lon- 
don. In Paris they are quoted five 
francs below par, and public buyers 
.scarce; in Now York thoy have had a

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f Per steamer Isabel. 1 
A boy in Clayton eouuty, Georgia 
was sent to borrow ilrs. Farmer's mule. 
Ho got the beast and rode away, leav- 
ing Mi.s. J''ariner peacefully smoking 
in a doorway while her idiot daughter 
was bu^ in tlie garden. A little dis- 
tance from the house lie met his father 
who told him to tfike the mule back as 
he should not want it after all. On 
returning the boy found that Mrs. 
Fanner liad been killed by blows on 
tho head with an axe, the daughter 
frightfully wounded, and an attempt 
made to set tho house on fire.

Hor lawyer accounted for her posses- 
sion of the money that she s])ent in 
Atlanto, deinonstralod by tho cross- 
examination that Jliss Farmer was 
mentally incompetent as a witness and 
argued that tho stolon sugar and cloth- 
ing had been slyly taken to her house 
by tho real as.sassin. Ho boldly do 
clared that this guilty man was Charles 
Gibson, w ho married a second daughter 
of Mrs. I'ai-mer after the murder and 
would liav(> done so before but for tho 
mother's violent op]iositioii, in order to 
get the property. He proved that Gib- 
son's movements on that day were sus- 
picious. The startling defence, whether 
sound or not, was eil'ectivc with the 
jury, but Gibson and a mob tried to 
ki'.l the lawyer and his client after the 
verdict.

HIh second brother 
is a cavalry ofiicer, married, and with 
children. Tho next is a Judge, with a 
salary of $25,000, and childless — tho 
only allluent member of the faniilj'. 
The fourth son is ono of the Lord 
Chancellor's Secretaries. The late 
Lord Chelmsford had for over twenty 
years an income of $50,000 to $75,000 
from his practice at tho Bar ; then be- 
came Lord Chancollor with a salary of 
850,000, and a pension of §25,000 on 
retiring. Yet, although he lived to be 
80, he left but 8250,000. Ho was a 
domestic man, and devoid of vices ; 
but lie had a wife who was resolved to 
vie in the fa.shionable world of London 
with per.sons having hereditary incomes 
of 8250,000 and upward. Of three 
daughters, two married men with a few 
hundreds a year, and the third is sin- 
gle. The sons have not married men 
of fortune. A position about tho Court 
yielding perhaps $1,000 a year is all 
that Lord Chelmsford can probably 
look forward to. Probably tho next 
poorest Poor to Lord Chelmsford may 
also bo found in Zuluhmd in the por- 
son of Lord Giflbrd, a grandson of an- 
other law-lord, a gallant young fellow 
who won the Victoria Cross in Ashan- 
too.

MXnnCIPAL BYLA"W. 

..1 Bijlaw toivvhibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings u-ifhiii certain Fire Limits 
uithin the Citit of Victoria : 

1. Tlitit sucli part uf tno City boiiiitletl 
im the Nurth Viy Jolni.sou streft, on the 
Sdiith by Fort street, on the Etist by 
Bruatl street and on the West hy tlie 
Water Front.ngc be liciclij' declared with- 
in tho Fire Limits ot tho'City of Viotoriii. 
The centre of Jolmson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall bo Hiiiits re- 
ferred to above. 

L*. All Building.s hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire I.iinit.s shall have tlieir outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other iiicombiistible material .ind 
sucli outsido Walls shall extend four foet 
ivbovo Wall Plato of Roof, and party Walls 
sliidl tilso extend to sanio licight above 
Wail Plate nf Itoi'f. Koofs sh.ail bo cov- 
ered with such material as will allbrd pro- 
tcctimi a;,'iiinst Fire and tlio Walls shall 
be so coiisiriicted as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tlie 
interior and cxtorior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the ape.\ of Root should exceed the lieight 
of Fire Widls, then the Roof muat be 
covered w ith such material as will atVord 
protection :\cr;unst Fire. In tho ciise of 
Gables tho Walls arc to be carried up to 
tho full hoidit of tho Ape.'c of said Roof. 
Tlio term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not incliido Privies or 
.Sheds fur storage of Coal, Wood or \N'harf 
.Sheds. 

3. All l{epiiir»to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
ftiatorials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Buildiiif; within the 
.'liiid Fivi' Limits sbtill not lie altered or 
clKiiit,'c(l witliiiiit the written perinia.sion of 
the Chief HiiL^iucev of the A'ictoria Fire 
Dciinrliiiciit , iipiiroved li\ :i majority of 
till' l'"iiT Wtinlcii.s, wliich permit shall 
s|iecily fuHy the alterations orclianges re- 
i|uiretl, ami no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed chtuige or tiltcration in the si/.e of 
any Wootlen Biiildiiii,' within the said 
Limits, or if such repair.s or alterntioiiH 
will incrciise the value of such building 
more than Twenty-live percent. Tho ap- 
plieatiniis therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits .shall be kept on file in the 
otiicc of the City Clerk. 

,"). No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
ti<m of tho -saiuo lot on whicli it stands in- 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

(1. Whenever any building shall be by 
i'.ny inctius so much injured as to be, in 
tl\r juilgmcnt of the Chief Engineer and 
,1 iii.ijui ity iif lliu File Vi itideiin, a daii- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, be 
diimaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief Kn- 
jiiiieer slittll cause to bo served \ipon the 
owner or pcr.son having control tlieroof a 
notice reipiiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ton days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7, One Slorij Buildinys — ^Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not loss than twelve 
inches thick. 2'ico Story Buildings — 
Foundations to be not leas tlian twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case mtty be. Brick JF((//s— Ground 
floor to be not less than sovcuteen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any pcr.son or persons violating any 
of the provisioii.s of this Byl.aw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one liundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new oflence and punislied accordingly. 

!l. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Deptirtinoiit and the Fire Wardens 
are reiiuircd to see th.at thp provisions of 
this Byhiw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the I'olice Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " Tiie Byhtw for Prohibiting 
the I'Jrection of Wooden Buildings, 187!t."
